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COOLING SYSTEM. 


Causes, Much Trouble 
If Neglected: 


POINTS TO WATCH. 


The cooling system of an au: 
tomobile can cause a good deal of 
trouble if it is deprived of the 
attention it requires, especially in 
cold) weather. Ordinary — precau- 
tion, however, will make winter 
driving mechanically safe and en- 
joyable. 


Many improvements have been 
introduced in cooling systems, Dial 
thermometers and other devices on 
the «dash warn the driver when 
dangerous temperatures are renc)i- 
ad. Automatic ‘valvex on some cars 
keep the water from circulating 
through the radiator until a pre- 
determined temperature is reach- 
ed. This reduces the time re- 
quired to bring the engine and ofl 
to normal temperature. Ther- 
mostatically controlled radiator 
abutters automatically open and 
claxe. . ' 


Despite these improvements noth- 
ing has been, devised to. replace 
radiators, cylinder heads and blocks, 
hose, water pumps, packing ginnds, 
und gaskets on water-cooled cars. 
All these are potential sources of 
{rouble to the evoling, system. 


Owners who like to tinker with 
thelr car themselves should — first 
carefully Inspect all the joints in 
the cadliny system for lenks. These 
include hose connexions, gaskets, 
ane wae pump and the radiator 
itself, 


A hose that looks sound from the 
side may have deteriorated In- 
Such a hose should be re- 
plared to prevent clogging the 
radiator core, with small pieces of 
rubber which’may become detached 
and circulate with the cooling 
re 


Water puinp leakages are usually 
stopped by tightening the packing 
nut. Somdtimes this will not 
remedy the difficulty, because the 
packinj: has beeome hard from lack 


of lubricant or the pump shaft has | 


scored. The grenae cup should be, 
kept filled and screwed down oc- 
casionally to prevent this occur- 
rence, Should the leak persist 
after the tightening of the nat, it 
would be advisable to disassemble 
the pump end examine the shaft. 
If it is only slightly scored, 
rough spots may be dressed with 
un‘oilstone. If more superficial 
scoring has occurred, a new shaft 
and'new packing will’ be required. 
Whenever a gusket joint is im- 
patred it is most cconomical and 
satisfactory to replace the gaexct. 


-Next, the whole cooling. system 
should be-thoroughly cleaned, Run 
the engine for a short period to 
agitate the water and keep loose 
particles of rust see and foreign 
matter in motion, Then open the 
drain cock and empty the system. 
Fill the. radiator with a solution of 
water ‘and ordinary washing soda, 
completely dissolved, in the propor- 
tion of onc. half pound of soda to o 
gallon of water. Blanket the radia- 
tor and run. the engine until a 
normal tempyratare {fs reeched, It 
helps during this period to tan the 
radiator with a rubber mallet to 
Idosen accumlations of rust and 
atale, About ten minutes should 
suffice for this treatment: | The 
solution should then, be drained off, 
and after the engine has ‘cooled, a 
garden hose should be placed in the 


radiator filler and water allowed to- 


tireulate for a few minutes with
